Travel Ban 


WASHINGTON 一 For the first 
time since 1950，Americans are 
free to go anywhere in the world 
without restrictions on the use of 
their Passports. 

An executive order banning the 
use of a U.S. passport for trvel to 
Cuba, North Korea, Vietnam and 
Cambodia .expired last “ week. 
President Carter said he would not 
renew the ban because of his belief 
in the need for open borders in 
international travel. 

The government lifted its ban 
on travel to the mainland of China 
in 1971，shortly before former 
President Nixon's journey to Pek- 
ing. The ban was in effect since 
the Korean War. 国 | 


rent, 79-page report are: housing， 
recreation and open .Space，com- 
munity _ facilities， neighborhood 
environment，and transportation . 
The recommendations in the 
report will become the high- 


priority actions for the Planning 


Department during the next three 
years， 

The key concept in the housing 
element of the plan is the idea that 
high priorities will be given to new 
housing sites that minimize ac- 
quisition costs _ and residential 
displacement,. Specifically， the 
Plan suggests studying the  feasi- 
bility of a small-scale redevelop- 
ment Project at the southwest 
corner of Stockton and Washing- 
ton Streets for low-income elderly 
persons. A vacant warehouse on 
Clay Street between Powell and 
Stockton Streets is targeted as a 
possible housing site for the elder- 
]y. 

OUTSIDE 

Another importarit part of the 
housing strategy is to utilize hous- 
ing resources outside the China- 
town area，Lower-income ITesi- 
dents of Chinatown w 刘 be assis- 
ted in applying for financial re- 
sources， such as government- 
Sponsored “Housing Assistance 
Payments.” The Planning Depart- 
ment will also _ explore the- possi- 
bility of a housing development 
corporation in Chinatown . 

The Planning Department is 
anticipating an increased level of 
buildqing code enforcement by the 
citys Bureau of Building In- 
spection. Since code enforcement 
would be likely to further dqecrease 
the existing Chinatown housing 
stock, the planners will update the 
Departments 1974 study on the 
feasibility of establishing a Re- 
habilitation Assistance Program 
(RAP) in _ Chinatown. Allocations 
from 1978 Community Develop- 
ment funds will be made to ini- 
tiate and subsidize concentrated 
code enforcement activities in 
Chinatown， 

“Buildqing inspection will get to 
the owners,” Planning staffer 
Moira So told the commission , 
The _ Planning Department  w 训 
Seek assistance for thie property 
owner in both the public and 
Private sectors，A _moritorium on 
Property tax increases for Owners 
who rehabilitate is another possi- 
bility, according to So. 

LAMENTED 

Planning Commission presi- 
dent Gordon Lau lamented the 
fact that so few housing units have 
been developed since the 1971 
“701”study. The “701”study said 
that over 2,000 new and over 
2,400 rehabilitated units were 
needed in Chinatown during the 
next ten years， Over 30,000 
Chinese inhabit the Chinatown 
core area and its environs,， and the 
Stockton/Sacramento redevelop- 
ment Project will only provide

about 200 units，far fewer than 
the over 4,400 needed. “We do 
have-a substantial problem,”said 
Lau. 

Planning _ Commissioner Susamn 
Bierman urged the department 
not to go too fast in strictly 
enforcing the building code， since 
many of the Chinatown residents 
do not want to move out of the 
area. “People -would rather live 
here and risk the damage of a fire 
for ten years，rather than being 
thrown out,” she said. Commis- 
Sioner Charles Starbuck urged 
that the Chinatown community 
be informed of the dim prospect of 
immediate action to lessen the 
housing crisis，He pointed to the 
lack of progress during the last Six 
years，and said the community 
should be informed of his pessi- 
Imistic views， 

PROPOSALS 

Some Specific Proposals in the 
recreation element of the plan in- 
clude: _ acquisition and develop- 
ment of a Churchill Alley site; 
acquisition of a_ small park in the 
residential area west of Nob Hill; 
development of Francisco Reser- 
voir as a playing field; and 
renovations ， of Portsmouth 
Square，Chinese Playground，the 
Chinese Recreation Center，and 
other recreational facilities. 

The top Priority for the cormn- 
munity facilities- element in the 
plan is to acquire and develop a 
publicly-owned, neighborhood 
multi-purpose .center._ Improve- 
ments in the community Space 
availability in the PingYuen Hous- 
ing project and the Chinatown 
branch library are two other 
Suggestions in the report,， 

Under neighborhood environ- 
ment，the planning stafft recom- 
mendations, authored by Jon Pon， 
Suggest increased scheduling of 
regular city maintenance and 
repair of public areas， Special 
assessment district would be crea- 
ted to improve alleys for future 
maintenance by the city. 

TRANSIT 

Public transit is to be empha- 
Sized as the “primary means of 
meeting Chinatown's- transporta- 


tion needs,” according to Pon. 
Planning will concentrate ”on 
improving the existing service on 
the No. 30 Stockton local and No. 
55 Sacramento Muni lines， The 
possibility of installing Prefer- 
ential street features on the much- 
congested Stockton Street will be 
examined. Pon also feels strongly 
that eter times for cars on 
Stockton Street may have to be 
decreased, A new Muni east/wWest 
transit service is a possibility and 
more Chinese bilingual transit 
Service is a must，according to 
Pon, 

Speaking from the audience， 
本 .KK. Choy, President of the Great- 
er Chinatown Community Asso- 
ciation， said he had been in 
contact with the Housing & Urban 
Development Agency to request 
housing aid for Chinatown. 

The Planning ”commissioners 
were favorably impressed with the 
Chinatown report. “This is the 
best report Tve. seen Since Tve 
been here,”said Bierman，Both 
Moira So and Jon Pon hope to get 
individuals and community or- 
ganizations to assist them in 
improving or expanding the study.

Recently a market in Santa Ana was Tobbed，TIhe wife 
ofthe Chinese American grocer was killed and thelr son Was 
wounded，Another grocer jin Los Angeles was robbed and 
murdered by two teenage robbers， 了 Back east SixX Chlinese 
youths robbed a Chinese restaurant in New Jersey on March 


13. An off-duty policeman happened to be in the restaurant 
and he fought a gun battle with the robbers. 上 our SusPects 
were caught. 

These are but a few of the reported cases.， We Suspect 
that Chinese American establishments are hlit by more 
burgiars and robbers than everbefore. Also, acts of extortion 
are seldom reported. 

When criminal elements are tolerated, crime rates cllimb， 
the _ community is terrorized，and normal activities and 
developments will be hampered. 

And all of us become victims.

WASHINGTON 一 The Carter 
Administration has begun quiet， 
informal negiations with Peking 
on bringing about normal 
relations _ between United States 
and the Peoples Republic of 
China，a presidential spokesman 
said last Week. 

Richard Holbrooke，President 
Carters choice as assistant Secre- 
tary of state for East Asian and 
Pacific affairs，told the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee that 
Carter and Secretary Vance 
already had discussed the issue ipn 
Private meetings with officials of 
the Chinese Liaison Office here. 

INTENSIVEE 

He said that the administration 
hoped to launch“intensive formal 
negotiations” with the Chinese 
SOOD， 

In response to more questions， 
Holbrooke said Carter was deeply 
interested” in having normal 
relations with Peking. 

He suggested that Carter hoped 
his sending of a presidential panel 
to Vietnam to seek facts on 
Americans missing in action 
during the war may help efforts to 
bring about serious talks on 
relations with China.

Alameda County Superior 
Court Judge Martin Pulich，who 
imposed the prison term，told 
Yoshimura that her jail term 
would be closer to 36 months if the 
new determinate sentence law 
becomes effective in July， 

“IT did not get a fair trial,” 
Yoshimura issued a bitter state- 
ment on the courthouse steps after 
the proceedings. She charged that 
“sexism_ and racism.. .filed the 
courtroom .”

Community ”persons “Present 
felt this approval resulted from 
Chinatowns show of force and 
unity at the March 17 hearing at 
the Chinese American Citizens 
Alliance auditorium，when over 
200 Persons representing 
diverse elements joined in 
vehement protest of the federal 
government's callous _ attitude 
toward the possible closing of the 
only in-patient facility in the 
comImUunity. 

Nevertheless，community Peri- 
Sons at the second meeting voiced 
their concern and interest in 
assisting the hospital to resolve its 
financial Problems.， Many also 
asked the hospital representatives 
to _ consider assisting in decision- 
making or advisory positions on a 
long-term basis，

In February，the Coalition， 
which includes people from the 
Chinese community,， joined child- 
care advocates from other parts of 
the state to demonstrate against 
Title V in Sacramento， Demon- 
strators demanded no cutbacks in 
funding and no layoffs, and called 
for keeping the present teacher/ 
student ratio and for hiring only 
those trained in early childhood 
education . 

Pressure from ， parents and 
workers in the past year stopped 
the state from raising childcare 
fees as high as originally proposed 
and prevented a 22 percent reduc- 
tion in the rate of state Payments 
for childcare costs，the Coalition 
says. But concerned about the title 
V threat to.jobs and childcare ser- 
vices, the Coalition is ljaunching a 
letter campaign，It hopes even- 
tually to build a childcare lobby in 
the state, Those interested should 
call Don Low in the East Bay at 
322-KIDS or Ruth Yee in San 
Francisco at 986-2527. 

LAID OFF 

Ruth Yee of the Chinatown 
Community Children's Center at 
979 Clay Street estimates about 
half the centers teachers could be 
laid off under the new regulations. 
The center now has about one 
teacher for seven children, a much 
lower ration than the 1:21 pro- 
posed by the state. 

As it is now，Yee Says state 
funding doesn tmeet Chinatown s 
needs for more tu]ll-time childcare 
ceniters，for bilingual/bicultural 
programs and- for parent 
education. There are only three 
full-day children's centers in the 
community. Together with the 
half-day centers，these serve only 
about 500 out of nearly 5000 
preschool children in the com- 
munity，Yee estimates， The Clay 
Street center alone has over 100 
children onsits waiting list，with 
about 12 vacancies a yeaT created 
by children who ”graduate.” 

Although Title V regulations 
are directed at community-based 
centers like the Clay Street one， 
they could set a Precedent for cut- 
ting costs and increasing teacher 
workloads in the city=run centers， 
Yee said， 

Concerned about _ improving 
childcare services in the commun- 
ity，a grIOUP of parents and child- 
care workers formed The Associa- 
tion for Children's Rights and 
Services last year. The Associa- 
tion，now grown to 70 members， 
intends to fight for more funding 
for childcare services in China- 
town，to encourage Parent parti- 
cipation in this efftort，and to 
develop ” research materials on 
childcare and children's rights，. 

EXPERIMENTAL 

This January，the _ Association 
opened a new childcare center in 
the Richmond district at 25 Lake 
Street，Atea Koon，its director， 
Says the center is experimental: its 
staff hopes to _ develop childcare 
resouIce and referral service for 
Chinatown and programs for edu- 
cating parents about childcare 
services and rights，In addition， 


the state is testing whether child- 


care costs can be reduced by reim- 
bursing the new center 80 cents an 
hour for the care of each child 
instead of the present $1.21 reim- 
bursement rate.

Compared to its much larger 
Sister agency，the U.S Office of 
Education， the National Institute 


of Education (NIE) is a little 
known agency to minority 
communities， 


As a _ sub-branch of the huge 
federal agency known as Health， 
Education，and Welfare (HEVV)， 
NIE is mandated to Promote 
educational research that will 
solve Americas major educational 
ills. 

Symptomiatic of NIE'Ss relative 
inability to fulfill this goal， 
however, particularly as it applies 
to minority affairs，is the agency's 
Multicultural-Bilingual Division， 
the division most responsible for 
minority and cultural research . 

Only one of the division's 
professional staffer is an Asian. 


Matsunaga 
Seeks New 
Dept. of Ed 


WASHINGTON 一 Sen， Spark 
Matsunaga (D-Hawaii) proposed 
that a cabinet-level U.S$. Depart- 
ment of Education be created，in 
legislation introduced March 3.

OILk. 

If pressed， the division，in fact， 
the_ entire ;agency， will always 
point out that they have continu- 
ously sought out minority input. 
That input，however，has always 
been of a sporadic and inconsis- 
tent nature，with minority consul- 
tants usually being hired only once 
with no meaningful follow 
through.， Federal bureaucracy 
being what it is，requires that 
input by minorities must come at a 
number of eritical points，Con- 
sultants rarely are called in at all 
of these critical junctures; minor- 
itv coOnsultants less so. 

This description is not the end.， 
More galling is the fact that not 
one of the non-minorities in the 
Multicultural-Bilingual Division 
has any professional， academic，or 
community background in multi- 
cultural education，bilingual edu- 
cation，general curriculum devel- 
opment, or human relations. Yet， 
it is thevy who control the fate of 
Asian-American and other 
minority educational research. 

This situation is symptomatic of 
what is wrong with much of 
American education, That such a 
situation continues under such few 
and obscure hands is something 
that we should ask ourselves: 
”why?”

HONGC KONG 一 China's econ- 
omic performance in 1976 was 
probably the worst since the Cul- 
tural Revolution in the late 1960's， 
with a production growth 于 gure 
well below that of 1975, according 
to analysts of Chinese affairs here，. 

SKETCHY 

While official 人 figures _ are sket- 
shy 一 usually a sign of trouble 一 
the analysts estimate that indus- 
trial output increased only 3 to 5 
percent last year，compared with 
10 percent in 1975 and an average 
of nearly 10 percent over the last 
15 years. Agricultural production 
may have risen only one or two 
Percent，less than the population 
incTease. 

The key factor responsible for 
the dismal performance seems to 
lie in _ agricultural areas， Four 
important wheat-gIowing PrIo- 
vinces in north China reportedly 
have received little rain and Snow 
since the beginning of the winter.

Another development that 
apparently”， affected Production 
activities was the bitter factional 
struggle that surfaced following 
the rises and falls of several key 
political leaders. The downfall of 
the “Gang of Four ，while appar- 
ently cheered by the majority of 
the workers，has not meant the 
complete eradication “of the 
“radical”elements on every level.
